P, A. labor on four specific pro- 
jects. The town is also asked for 
$500 for North Main street, to be 
spent in conjunction with $500 
from the county and $1000 from 
the state on widening the road 
from the Shawsheen bridge south 
to Harding street, thus complet- 
ing the job now being carried on 
by the state from the river north 
to the Lawrence line. Another 
article asks for $1100 for a County 
road water project already men- 
tioned in previous Townsmans.

Ministers Vote To 
Oppose Restaurants, 
Not Package Stores 


Andover’s ministers last Thurs- 
day morning voted to oppose res- 
taurant licenses for the sale of 
liquor but did not vote to oppose 
package store licenses. The clergy- 
men had a long discussion of An- 
dover’s problem, during which it} 
was felt that the real trouble comes 
from the restaurants and not from 
the package stores. Therefore, the 
association which in the past has 
been out-and-out dry decided to 
make a concession to this extent, 
but was firm in its stand against 
the restaurants. 

The statement of the association 
follows: 

“Unfavorable conditions growing 
out of the use of alcoholic bever- 
ages in Andover have claimed the 
interest of the ministers of the 
town, A careful consideration of the 
subject, at a well attended meeting, 
led to a unanimous opinion, that at 
the present time Andover is bur- 
dened with excessive drunkenness 


At six tonight officials felt con-

The sane-minded people of this 
Commonwealth, those Republicans

A Real Start 
On a Hard Job 


A lot of our local orators, now 
that the town meeting date has 
been announced, are probably very 
carefully rehearsing at present the 
remarks which they will make at 
that time, Some of course will talk 
about “Little Hitlers’; others will 
tackle the Board of Public Works 
for the laxity that has existed in 
the department, 

But it is hoped that the evening 
will not be given over to that form 
of criticism. The program has been 
very carefully thought over and 
has received the consideration of 
not only the Board of Public 
Works but also the selectmen and 
the finance committee. The princi- 
pal article will ask for $8500 for 
materials to supplement W. P. A. 
labor, and there can be no doubt 
as to the necessity of such an ap- 
propriation, for these men must be 
kept at work, 

However, probably no one will 
question the need of this appro- 
priation; the main argument if 
any may come on the workings of 
the public works department. For 
the reason that on Tuesday night 
the Board showed that it was wil- 
ling to tackle the serious problem 
of inefficiency before them, it 
would ‘be fairer to wait and see 
how things work out before criti- 
cising either the department or the 
board. If matters are cleaned up as 
the Board wishes to clean them up’ 
by the time the annual town meet- 
ing rolls around in March the town 
can confidently expect to see reduc- 
tions in costs resulting from the 
new efficiency in the department, 
If the department is not cleaned 
up by that time, then criticism 
would most certainly be in order, 

It’s a big problem, a truly ‘big 
problem. We have a board whose 
members are \business men; we 
wouldn’t want a board whose mem- 
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bers weren’t business men, for we 
have few enough of this type of 
man in office today. But they nat- 
urally have not had time to stay 
around town and see some of the 
things that the townspeople have 
seen, and so naturally it has 
taken some time to convince them 
of the serious situation in the de- 
partment. Now they have become 
cognizant’ .of it however, and 
they’ve called in all their foremen 
and laid down the law to them. 
There are other things to be done, 
of course, but this is a real start 
in which the Board should have 
the co-operation and support of 
the townspeople. 

So give their campaign a fair 
trial. Criticize them later if criti- 
cism is due; support them now 
when your support will give them 
courage and desire to go on with 
the task ahead of them.

Blacker List 


Over at the police station they 
have a select list of names, A 
glance at the list would show that 
it does not include names of the 
better citizens of the town, but 
the police keep the list in the hope 
that the men will become better 
citizens. Legally the police depart- 
ment has no right to ask a liquor 
licensee to refuse to sell liquor to 
anybody and the department has 
no right to put anybody’s name no 
a black list. However, the local 
licensees do cooperate in this at- 
tempt to lessen drunkenness, but 
unfortunately some of those not on 
the list frequently manage to buy 
liquor and pass it on to the select 
group. 

One local licensee has gone far 
ther than the police black list. 
When Chief George Dane first 
compiled his list, mainly based on 
requests from the families of the 
habitual drunkards, he took the 


Barnard Street Package Store op- 
erated by James E. Greeley. After 
George explained his errand, Mr. 
Greeley turned to his clerk and 
said, “Will you look over this list 
and see if he has any names on 
there that we don’t have on our 
list?” The clerk went into the 
office and soon came forward with 
a list that was two or three times 
longer than the police black list! 
It included, Mr. Greeley said, the 
nhames not only of those who could 
not take care of their liquor, but 
also of those who could not afford 
it, 


The police department’s chief 
trouble with the list is that at 
times the families get soft-hearted 
after having a name put on the 
list and come down and request 
that the name be taken off again.

Tyer Roof Blows Off 


The most spectacular property 
damage took place at the old Tyer 
Rubber factory where a whole sec- 
tion of the top floor in the rear | 
was torn apart, throwing bricks and 
girders onto Lewis street. Several 
houses lost their chimneys and 
parts of their roofs; garages caved 
in either with the wind or a tree; 
billboards were torn apart, one set- 
tling over on the railroad tracks 
near the Essex street shanty where 
one crossing gate cracked off. The 
old Abbot homestead, oldest house 
in Andover, was badly damaged in 
front when a huge tree went in on 
top of it. A house on Central street 
below the Baptist church, occupied 
by the Grants, was damaged badly 
in front by a tree which cut off the 
street. Many other homes in town 
were slightly damaged by falling 
trees, or just narrowly missed ser- 
ious damage. 

Most of the streets by this after- 
noon were cleared for traffic, ex- 
cluding Harding street where a 
tree from the Goodwin yard fell 
across the street carrying wires 
with it and rested with its 
branches on top of the house at 4'! 
Harding street, forming a bridge 
high enough for the ordinary car 
to just get under. It is hard to say 
Where the worst tie-ups in town 
were, but the general consensus of 
opinion gives the doubtful honor 
to the Hartwell Abbot bridge sec- 
tion Where several trees fell down 
In addition to the Abbot home- 
stead one, with runner-up position 
s0ling to the corner of Elm, Flor- | 
ence, Maple and Summer where a 
sroup of giant trees cluttered up 
the road. Some trees fell in Shaw- 
sheen, but the wind there was no- |
